The Community Advertising Department of the advertising association 
numbers in its membership nearly every well-know n man in the community 
advertising business, and in addition to the discussions at the three special 
sessions devoted to this subject, there is to be an exhibition at the New 
Orleans meeting showing the exact procedure by which the Advertising 
Club of Neosho, Mo., has .brought new customers to that thriving and en­ 
terprising little city. The story of Neosho is a story of enterprise, and of 
keeping everlastingly at it. 
Members of the advertising club conceived the 
idea, several years ago, that truthful advertising and lots of it, backed by 
good merchandising and a co-operative effort to build trade* would event­ 
ually result in ,such a flow’ of additional dollars into local trade channels as 
to make the effort more than worth while. 
Developments have fully repaid them for their efforts, abd at the ad­ 
vertising convention in September, there will he a complete exhibit showing 
how they have done it. 
In the meantime, many cities of the south are planning to take full ad­ 
vantage of the fact the advertising convention w ill be held in the south. Sev­ 
eral of them already adopted the idea of addressing delegates to the ad­ 
vertising convention, suggesting that they arrange their trip to oil from the 
convention so as to stop over. 


The Commercial Club of Ada, if it is not too dead to be resurrected, 
should keep its eye on this forthcoming convention at New Orleans and 
should, by all means, send a delegate to this meeting. A man should be sent 
wrho is capable of grasping the lessons taught there and who has the ability 
to put in operation here the plans which he will most certainly learn if he 
attends to his business when he gets there.

DOG DAYS. 
Dog days are usually considered as coming in late 
July and early August, after long, protracted spells of 
hot weather. But the high temperature has come early 
this year, and if hot days are '‘dog,’’ this June was no 
exception.. 
The period is supposed to derive its name-from the 
connection between mad dogs and mid-summer heat. 
Dogs do not go mad from the heat. A dog with the 
germs of rabies may develop the disease more readily 
in hot weather than in cold, but its a matter of fact most 
dogs called mad are not mad at all. 
In spite of this, it is better that dogs be carefully 
handled when the hot days come, for unquestionably they 
do feel the heat and are often made inritoble by it, show­ 
ing their irritation by the snapping which is the same 
vent for their discomfort as the sharp-snappish word is 
for the human being. 
Stray dogs should not be allowed to roam the streets. 
There should be proper authorities to take care of them 
and keep them until homes are found or it is decided 
best to send them to the heaven where every dog has 
his master and every little boy his dog. 
Fresh water should be kept in private yards and pub­ 
lic places where dogs, cats and birds can get at it easily. 
This will do much to make the helpless creatures com­ 
fortable and their human friends safe from attack. 
Neither child nor grown-up should interfere with a 
strange dog.

There is a third answer lo P*o 
pie who object that Article X is 
likely to involve us in wars all over 
the world. 
Those who look to the successful 
operation of the League do not ex 
peel war at all. 
The obligation of 
the members of the League to im­ 
pose In the first instance a univer­ 
sal 
boycott 
against 
a 
recalcitrant 
faithless member constitutes a most 
formidable threat against any mem­ 
ber seeking to violate Article X or 
the covenants of the following arti­ 
cles. 
Such a boycott 
will be a 
withering oat racism and isolation of 
a nation that few could endure. No 
single nation, unless it be the I Bit­ 
ed States or some of the greater 
South American nations, could live 
if denied food and raw materials, 
from the rest of the world, and if 
forbidden 
the 
. use 
of 
a 
foreign 
market for the sale ot their pro­ 
ducts. 
“Minatory** Influence* 
S ‘Cond, no nation would willingly 
face the overwhelming force of the 
world organized to punish it 
for 
violation 
cif 
its covenants. 
The 
minatory 
influence 
of 
a 
world 
league, with its members obligated 
to unite in economic and military 
pressure, it need be, can hardly be 
exaggerated. 
Of course it a num­ 
ber of nations entered into a con­ 
spiracy to fight and subdue the rest 
of the world, then this minatory 
influence might not be conrolling, 
but in thai case all the member* of 
the League would wish to join in 
the war. just as they did in this, 
and defeat such a conspiracy and 
vindicate the power of the League 
for its useful ends. 
What we are now answering is 
the objection that there will be a 
lot of little wars all over the world. 
in which 
we 
shall 
be 
engaged, 
which 
will claim our money and 
our men. 
It is in restraint of the 
smaller war in which a large na­ 
tion 
attempts to bully a 
weaker 
one that the m in a to ry effect of the 
League will be s o controlling. 
The 
result will be that the League hav­ 
ing the power completely to sup­ 
p r e s s the bullying nation will rot 
nee! to exercise that power. 
In­ 
deed it is hardly too much to say 
that the nations of the League will 
nev *r need to no beyond the effec­ 
tive disc pline of a 
u n iv ersa l boy­ 


cott. 
Hut if such a war does break 
out in which we shall deem it our 
duty to intervene under Article X. 
or the other articles, one instance 
of suppression by the joint forces 
of the League will be a lesson for 
the world, not needing repetition. 
It will be worth all It .costs in dem­ 
onstrating 
that 
the 
way 
of 
the 
transgressor who breaks the Cove­ 
nants of the League will be hard, 
lesson s I*Yoni History. 
This conclusion as to the rn Ina- 1 
tory effect of the covenants of the 
League and the organization of its I 
members to enforce them does not 
rest merely on an a priori reason­ 
ing. 
We have in our I v n history 
a striking confirmation of it. 
In 
1823. the Holy Alliance consisting 
of a1! the powerful nations of Eur­ 
ope. except Creat Britain, gave in 
dicatlon 
of 
an 
intention 
to 
aid 
Spain iii recover im; her lost colo­ 
n i e s in this Western 
Hemisphere. 
We had 
recognized the independ­ 
ence of those colonies. Canning, the 
British 
minister 
for 
Foreign 
Af­ 
fairs. urged upon 
President 
Mon­ 
roe and John Quincy Adams, the 
Secretary of State, the wisdom of 
uniting with Kngland in a League 
to resist the Hob Alliance in over­ 
throwing Cie independence of these 
new A m erican states. 
Thomas Je f­ 
ferson was consulted, and he ad­ 
vised making a l#eague with Kng­ 
land. which he said would not be 
an e n t a n g l i n g alliance against which 
he had warned his countrymen, but 
would be justified by its great pub-! 
lie pit pose. 
Monroe 
and 
Adams, 
however, thought 
it wiser to act 
alone. 
John C. Calhoun, the Sec-1 
rotary 
of 
War. 
advised 
strongly 
against sole action. 
Nevertheless. 
President Monroe in his message of 
that >ear. 
made 
the 
declaration 
which has since been known as the 
Monroe Doctrine, and notified the 
members of lie Holy Alliance that 
the Patted States would regard fifty 
attempt on their part to overthrow 
an Independent state in the West­ 
ern Hemisphere as against the in­ 
terest of the I’nited States which 
we 
should 
resist. 
Calhoun 
and 
others thought that such a declara­ 
tion and policy would certainly in­ 
volve us in many wars. 
What has been the result ? 
For 
now nearly a century, the Monroe 
Doctrine has been maintained in­ 
violate through a constant assertion 
i of it by succeeding administrations 


and without firing a shot or the 
loss of a Ringle soldier. 
During 
the Civil 
War, 
Napoleon 
the III 
did attempt to violate it by sotting 
up M armill an in Mexico as an Em­ 
peror. 
As soon as our hands were 
free, however, and we were able 
to send Sheridan with an army to 
the Mexican border, Napoleon with­ 
drew his French troops and Maxi­ 
milian collapsed, 
lf such a threat 
by the United States alone, not al­ 
ways so strong as she now' is, main­ 
tained inviolate .a declaration like 
the Monroe Doctrine for a century. 
it follows a fortiori that the decla­ 
ration of the League uniting the 
power of 
the 
world 
in 
proposed 
maintenance of a similar doctrine 
will be equally effective, and that 
it will not involve the members of 
the League in any more wars than 
we have been involved in by reason 
of the Monroe Doctrine. 
Will It Retard Progreso? 
Finally, it is objected to Article 
X that it is too rigid, that progress 
of the world may need rearrange­ 
ment of boundaries .an enlargement 
of one country and a reduction of 
another 
or 
the 
creation 
of 
new 
states. 
Article X does not forbid 
changes in boundaries or the en­ 
largement 
or 
reduction 
of 
states 
or the establishment of new states. : 
All that it forbids is the taking of 
territory by force from a member 
of the League, or overthrowing its 
government by violence. 
Article X 
does not protect any nation against 
internal 
disturbance, 
rebellion 
or 
revolution. 
It 
does 
not 
prevent 
the 
division 
of 
states 
by 
these 
means. The objection assumes that 
war by one existing nation upon an­ 
other is necessary to the progress 
of 
th t 
world 
to 
secure 
useful 
changes in boundary. 
We need not 
deny that a war of aggression may 
achieve a useful end, but the basis 
upon which the League rests is that 
such advantages are outweighed by 
the suffering in modern war and 
the possibility that a small wrar may 
lead to a general war and an enor­ 
m o u s damage to civilization. 
The 
effort 
in 
the 
formulation 
of the 
present treaty is to make just boun­ 
daries an d the effect of Article X 
will doubtless'be to maintain those 
boundaries, in so far as to pre­ 
vent foreign aggression from affect­ 
ing them. 
Ireland Not Affected. 
The 
suggestion 
that 
Article 
X 
was intended to bring to the aid of 
Great 
Britain 
the 
power 
of 
the 
United Stares to suppress a revo- 
tion in Ireland is of course wholly 
unfounded, because 
a 
revolution 
in Ireland would not be an attack 
upon the territorial integrity or po­ 
litical independence of Great Britain 
by »\ternal aggression. 
The insinuation against Article X 


that 
Great 
Britain 
secured 
it in 
order to get the aid of the United 
States and other members of the 
League to defend and protect “her 
far-flung empire** is also without j 
basis. 
No war in the last century 
has been begun against Great Brit- | 
ain to take territory away from her. 
Neither she nor the United States 
would feel called upon to invoke 
the defense of the League to pro- j 
lect 
their 
boundaries. 
They 
can! 
defend themselves. 
No other state 
is likely to attack them, with the 
purpose of violating Article X. The 
reason for Article X is the protec­ 
tion 
of 
weaker 
nations 
against 
stronger ones. 
Great nations are 
seldom attacked except in case of a 


I conspiracy like that of this present 
war. and when such a conspiracy 
exists, all of the members of the 
League will be anxious to join in j 
Its suppression. 
Article X is one 
of the great steps forward provided 
in the league for the securing of 
general peace.
